Larry 
will be a Single Op entry in the ARRL DX CW Contest. His callsign is 
unknown. He will operate all HF bands during the week before the 
contest. QSL via K3TLX. 


CARIBBEAN TRIP. John, KA3DBN, will be active from Aruba as KA3DBN/P4 
from March 11-18th. Activity will be on all bands, CW, SSB and possibly 
RTTY. Enroute back to the frigid Northeast, he will be stopping and 
operating from Anguilla (VP2E) as VP2EBN and /PJ7 on St. Maarten. QSL 
via his CBA or bureau.

Others cited what they perceived as disputed ownership of the island. 


PJ7, ST. MAARTEN. K7CI and W7MAP will be active from March 1-8th. 
Operations will be mostly CW, except for the ARRL SSB CONTEST. 


POSSIBLE DELETIONS IN WORKS? There was an article in the Honolulu paper 

a couple of weeks ago, in which the headline read: "STATE MAY GET JOHNSTON 
ISLE", subheadline was "GOP PROPOSAL ALSO INCLUDES PALMYRA, MIDWAY". The 
main meat of the article says that a Republican proposal House Resolution 
H602, was introduced in Congress (in Washington) to extend Hawaii 
jurisdiction over four more islands, two atolls and a reef with a patch 

of sand 133 feet long and an underwater footprint that stretches 9 miles. 
Added to Hawaii would be: Baker and Howland, Jarvis, Palmyra Atoll, 
Kingman Reef, Johnston Atoll and Midway. The whole package contains only 

7 square miles of actual land or sand, but it would give Hawaii 322,000 


more square nautical miles. Except for Palmyra, all the land is Federal 
land. The bill was introduced by Rep. Elton Gallegly, R-Calif, the 
Rescources subcommittee chairman.
